ORDER TO NEGOTIATE 

The Board, mee t ing  a t  i t s  offices i n  Concord, N e w  
Hampshire on August 2 4 ,  1995,  took t h e  f o l l o w i n g  a c t i o n s :  

1. 	 I t  reviewed t h e  u n f a i r  labor practice (ULP) 
compla in t  f i led by t h e  Teamsters on J u n e  6 ,  
1995 and  t h e  a l l e g a t i o n s  c o n t a i n e d  t h e r e i n  
t h a t  t h e  Town had  m a d e  c e r t a i n  u n i l a t e r a l  
changes i n  working c o n d i t i o n s ,  namely,  b e n e f i t s ,  
f o r  employees w i t h o u t  hav ing  n e g o t i a t e d  them. 
I t  a lso reviewed t h e  Town’s answer i n  t h i s  matter 
f i l ed  June  20 ,  1995. 

2 .  	 I t  h e a r d  open ing  arguments ,  t h e  Union’s  
p r e s e n t a t i o n  and  par t  of t h e  Town’s p r e s e n t a t i o n  
i n  t h i s  m a t t e r .  

3.  	 I t  concluded ,  d u e  t o  confus ion  as t o  t h e  a c t u a l  
s ta te  o f  b e n e f i t s  as of t h e  date of t h e  h e a r i n g  
and  c o n f u s i o n  as t o  what b e n e f i t s  t h e  Town had  
agreed t o  pay f o r  b u t  had n o t  advised t h e  Union 
of same, t h a t  t h e r e  had been i n a d e q u a t e  
communication between t h e  parties d u r i n g  t h e  



n e g o t i a t i o n s  process. 

4 .  	 I t  directed t h e  parties t o  recommence n e g o t i a t i o n s  
f o r t h w i t h  fo r  a p e r i o d  of s ixty (60)  days. If t h e  
areas of c o n f u s i o n  are n o t  resolved o r  before 
October 24, 1995,  w i t h i n  t e n  (10) days t h e r e a f t e r  
e i t h e r  side m a y  request t h e  PELRB t o  r eopen  t h e s e  
p r o c e e d i n g s .  If no such  request i s  received by 
t h e  PELRB on or b e f o r e  N o v e m b e r  3, 1995,  t h i s  
m a t t e r  s h a l l  be dismissed f r o m  t h e  PELRB d o c k e t  of 
cases.
